ASTRAGALUS SPATULATUS: (Homalobus caes- 
pitosus). However burdened with names, this 
little plant is one of the beautiful treasures of the 
rock gardener’s world. The Pea florets are in shades 
of purple, blue toned mainly, the wings tipped with 
white. Season, May-June. The pungent tipped leaves 
are spatulate, grayish, nearly evergreen, in cushion 
formation seldom exceeding eight inches in spread. 
This growth type has a finely and widely divided, 
partly underground crown and an indivisible, 
branched tap-root. Reproduction is by seed. 


The right soil medium: Any mixture approx- 
imating relatively dry scree is satisfactory, es- 
pecially if it includes an appreciable element of de- 
cayed vegetable matter. An important factor in 
Success is to transplant small plants, early. 


When you have grown Homalobus well you may 
consider most all the beauties of the Great Plains 
at your beck and call. There remain a few “tough- 
er” subjects.

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FOREWORD: ‘To grow the Great Plains plants it 
is important to recognize native factors of adapta- 
tion and environment. Character and faculty have 
been molded in them by untold ages of existence 
where periods of moisture shortage are long and of 
moisture excess mostly brief. Yet strange as it may 
seem, many have made no apparent effort at emi- 
gration. 


To withstand shortage moisture retention de- 
vices in the plant structure have been developed to 
an outstanding degree; toa escape excesses the wise 
plants select the high places and slopes and rocky, 
gravelly and porous soils from which excess water 
readily drains away or down, renewing aeration. In 
general moistness is sought, wetness is avoided. 

Truthfully, rainfall on the Plains is often too in- 
frequent for best growth, so that garden environ- 
ment brings willing response and surprising per- 
formance and beauty. 

A recommended “scree” for replacing soils that 
are too rich and moisture retentive or close tex- 
tured and impervious is mixed from equal parts of 
ordinary soil, coarse sand, and fine gravel or rock 
chips, including some lime. This provides an excel- 
lent base for all Great Plains plants. The needs of 
certain subjects for portions of richer soil, leafmold, 
or other humus may be met by adding these ele- 
ments, locally, in planting or in top-dressing.

Achillaea lanulosa A _ pleasant little non-ramping 
Yarrow with heads of unusual whiteness. Suggest: 
ing A. millefolum, it flowers at but 6 to 9” and 
travels only an inch or two a year. Clump, 35ce. 


Actinea (Tetraneuris) simplex Small golden Gail- 
lardias, 4 to 8”, above narrow silvery leaves. A fine 
show in June, occasional later. 30c; 3, 75c. 


Agastache anethodora Anise Hyssop. Delightfully 
fragrant tall herb, with spikes of purple blue con- 
tinuously from late June. Rich soil, shade. 50c.

COLD CLIMATE CACTI 


Cultural directions: The following species will bear 
30 degrees below zero, or more, out of doors, but 
must prepare for it by being dry and shriveled in 
advance of winter. Planting in an ample depth of 
9 parts of gravel and coarse sand, to 1 part of good 
loam has been found to produce lavish bloom and 
also to provide the requisite drainage. 


Echinocereus viridiflorus Ball to cylindric, 2 to 
rarely 4” tall. Glossy green yellow blossoms, bright 
colored spines. June. 25c; 3, 60c. 


Neobesseya (Mamillaria) missouriensis Ball, to 
2”, pale orange or yellow flowers. Scarce. 35c. 
Opuntia fragilis Brittle Cactus, a pygmy Prickly 


Pear, with surprisingly large yellow blossoms, cen- 
tered red, June. Free blooming strains. 25c; 3, 60c. 


O. imbricata Tree Cactus. Purple carmine blos- 
soms, unfailing attraction. Rooted cuts, 25c; 3, 60c. 


O. polyacantha Many-spined Prickly Pear. 4” or 
larger sections; 4” silken yellow blooms.

O. rhodantha Like polyacantha but blossoms are a 
gorgeous carmine rose; June.

SHRUBS 


Of this brief list of Great Plains shrubs, some are 
showy flower, and others possess. architectural and — 
color values and good all season appearance. 


Amorpha canescens Lead Plant. Low, gray velvety 
effect, with orange dotted purple fingers of blos- 
som; June, July. Usually 12 to 25”. 75c. 


Artemisia cana Rather stiff, erect gray bush, to 2 
or 3’. Leaves lance-linear, 11%4 inch long. 60c. 


A. filifolia Sand Sage. Very attractive, pleasantly 
fragrant, silvery, much branched bush. 2 to 3’. 50c. 


A. tridentata Sagebrush. Blue silvered, three-tip- 
ped little leaves, rather erect bushy plant. At its 
eastern range limit, near Prairie Gem Ranch, 
heights vary from 12 to 30’. 75c. 


Atriplex canescens Salt Bush. Gray green in 
branch and leaf, a broad densely branched bush, to 
24”. 60c. 


Cercocarpus montanus Mountain Mahogany. Little 
toothed leaves slightly grayish, blossoms interest: 
ing, seed plumes silvery. silky, reflecting light; 
pleasing in shrubbery sroups. Upright, slow grow~- 
ing, ultimately to 8’. $1.00. 


Chrysothamnus graveolens Rabbit Brush. Fine 
textured plump bush of bright green, to 3’ or so, 
every upper branch tip carrying a head of Golden- 
rod-like blossoms, in September. Striking seasonal 
effect. 50c. 


Eurotia lanata White Sage. A Sagey appearing 
plant. holding its leaves well into winter, and add- 
ing white seed tufts in fall. 40c. 


Rhus trilobata Lemonade Sumach. Spreading or 
more erect bush, usually 2 to 5’, moderately dense, 
dark green. Dark red fruit clusters, magnificent 
autumn leaf coloring. 50c. 


Rose J. W. Fargo A double wild rose of many 
petals and beautiful form, a delightful wild rose 
pink. Blossoms in clusters, over several weeks, 
Slender stemmed, to 24’. $2.00. 


FOR GARDENS IN HALF SHADE and moderate- 
ly rich soil, well drained, are: Achillaea lanulosa, 
Agastache anethiodora, Allium cernuum, Anemone 
patens, Antennarias aprica,. campestris and micro- 
phylla, Asters meritus and ptarmiccides, Campa- 
nula petiolata, Cerastium strictum, Clematis tenui- 
loba, Dodecatheon pauciflorum, Fritillaria atropur- 
purea, Iris missouriensis, Liatris ligulistylis, Lilium 
umbellatum, Lithophragma parviflora, Penstemon 
gracilis, Phloxes alyssifolia, hoodi and scleranthi- 
folia, Thalictrum venulosum, and, excepting V. nut- 
talli, all the Violets. With adequate moisture, how- 
ever, much sun is equally agreeable to these-shade 
tolerant kinds.
